Honor, Today , was organiz­ 
ed J une l l after a $100,000 con­ 
tribution was provided by the 
Churches

Alinsky ’s 
firm, Industrial Areas Founda­ 
tion of Chicago. 
The purpose of the group was 
to try to help Negroes solv e their 
social and 
economic 
problems 
through organization. 
But 
those 
who 
spoke 
out 
against the group said FIGHT
